THE  PROGRAM  Bureau  pro- 
vides shows  for  church  and  civic 
affairs,  high  school  and  college 
programs,  hospitals  and  on-cam- 
pus functions  here  on  BYU  cam- 
pus. They  also  play  a large  part 
in  the  production  of  television 
shows.  Bureau  talent  appears  on 
radio  programs  produced  locally 


and  by  stations  in  many  country- 
wide cities. 

Under  a new  organization  sys- 
tem, the  Program  Bureau  now 
handles  only  one  show  per  night, 
to  improve  show  quality  and 
give  students  participating  in 
the  shows  a better  chance  to 
keep  up  their  academic  studies. 

Using  a package  show  system, 
the  Program  Bureau  has  found 
that  talent  listed  with  the  Pro- 
gram Bureau,  this  year,  has  less 
strenuous,  more  enjoyable  times 
than  possibly  ever  before. 

Each  spring  awards,  merit 
certificates  and  pins,  are  given 
to  those  working  with  the  Pro- 
grom  Bureau  during  the  year. 


Special  awards  are  given  to 
the  outstanding  emcee,  most  out- 
standing large  and  small  group, 
talent,  plus  a memorial  trophy 
for  special  service.

This  problem  could  be  licked  by  sim- 
ply withdrawing  on  Sunday,  but  it  wouldn’t  leave  much 
chance  for  the  team  to  come  through  with  a championship. 

School  interest  in  general  may  help  to  decide  the  issue. 
Maybe  a “get  a ski-team”  campaign  or  some  letters  to  those  in 
charge  would  help.
